ETROLEUM AS A MOTIVE POWER. 

At the Royal United Service Institution 
on the 0th June, a paper was read, by 
Colonel 0. E. Stewart, of the Bengal Statf 
Corps, on the use of petroleum og fuel in 
steamshipa and Incomotives, based on its 
employment in tho Caspian Sen and the 
frans-Oispian region. Thé-jecturer point- 
ed out tht great efforts had beov made to 
burn either crude petruleum or elao astacki, 
which -vas the refuse left after the more 
yolatite oils had been distilled off the crude 
petroleum, and said that in England great-| 


‘ignorance appeared to prevail on the sab- 


ject. The first efforte in this direction 
were no} successful, but all: difficilties had 
now bem overcome,-aud for tle last 12° 
yeara, mtatki had bean barat in most of 
the stemnera ruuning on the Caspian Sea 
or Voly river. He recommended its nse 
in our service, because it required less 


!yoom thin co#].for stowage, and it could 


be placed in vessels in spaces that could 
not be ovailable for coal, viz , between the 
inner atd outer bottom of 4 ship, Besides 
this, it was cleanly in use, there being 
no cinders or ashes, It also did away 
with the necessary of a fre crew 
beyond the necessary namber for clean- 
ting the machinery and auporintendiag 
the ateam, s circumstance which anyone 
who had watched stukers at work in the 
hold ofa enal burting ship in Red Sea 
would appreciate. Aguin, the great facility 
of loading was an enormous advantage, 
and théabsence of smoke was by no means 
its least good quality.

He con- 
tended that, in case of war, a fast war 
vesscl hiving on board, say, 1600 tons of 
petroleum, could? be kept at. sea for a very 
long period, and do our shippiny interests 
incalcuhble mischief. She would probably 
ba captured when -her supp!y af petroleum 
fuel wasexhausted, but it would be well 
worth oar enemy’s while to lose aship after 
all the mischief she could accomplish darian 

the time her supply of fuel was available. 
Vessela burning coal would hava a very 
bad clunes of - capturing her as long 
as her {nel Iaste?,-as they would require 
to replenish their aupply long before 
she would require to do so; and- ir is 
nut even quite certain that she would be 
-hslpless when her aupply of aslatki came 
to an od, for it would-be quite possi- 
ble if she could prasure a supply of coal to 
alter her furnaces ina day or twa so as to 
burn that fuel. There would be great ad- 
vantageobtained by torpedo boats burning 
astatki ever torpedo tonts burning coal, In 
theae small vessels a hydrccaibon like as- 
tatki, whose ateam generating powar is 
nearly double. that of coal, would giva the 
boats uang it “an immense superiority, to 
ary vothing of-the atvantaga gained by 
their power- of approaching the enemy un- 
sean in en wence of the almost entire 
absencévf amuke.

- This ia 
the only active volcanic mgion in Celebas, 
and is rendered wonderfully picturesque 
hy the summits of the vulcanues of Kiubat 
and many adjoining mountains, somo of | 
which rise to a hoight of ovor 8,000 fect. 
The forests are very dense containing 
abundance of deer, wild boar, the curious 
and rare babifousa, and the sapiutan, an - 
animal which holds an intermediate position | 
between the bufalo and antelope, The 
officers enjoyed excellent sport during their 
stay ; though in the ardotr of their chise 
after a“wounded sapiutan, they underrated : 
itastrenzth ad fercaness, and thus one ofi- 
cer was slightly gored, and others consider- 
ably knockedabout. A sapintan, when but- 
chered, produced nearly 200 tbs of beef. 

Daring the survey, an opportunity was 
affurd-d to visit Mevado, «large and im- 
portant Dntch settlement, of which Mr 
Wallace speaks so enthusiastically. in hia 
work on the Malay Archipelago. It is a 
beautiful and populous town, and was full 
appreciated by the naturalists for ita botani- 
cal and zovlogical treasures. At Talisse, 
in Celebes, Dr Hickson waa met with. He 
ia a naturalist who was wnt out to make 
special. investigations on bebalf of the 
museum of thi University of Oxford. He 
had been about eight months in the island, 
but had suffered ao munch from the climate, 
that he was now returning to Eugland with 
oly 4 snail portion of-his mission aceum- 
plished. 

From Talisse the Figing Fish proceeded ta 
the Molucens, and passing cluge to Corsm, 
ani through the Straits of Bourne arrived 
at Amboina on the 15th. June. Here only 
asbort delay was madu while the vessel 
ealad, but Professor. Teuison Woods had 
the good fortune to meet with one or two 
saturaliste, whose magnificent collections of 
birds, animals, butterflies, insects, and! 
plants, gave a conapectus of the natural 
history of thaisland, which, perhaps, weeks 
uf travel woud ‘net effect. Amboinaisa 
tingalarly interesting placs, not only for its: 
beauty, also its zoology, botany, and as-- 
pecially ite bisterical associations. Of 
course, the site.af the house of Rumphius 
was visited, a3 wall as his grave, but the 
house has disippoared, and the sepulchre, 
160 years old, vill soon bo gone too. 

From Amboina, the journey to Port 
Derwin occupied only » few days. Zn cross- | 
ing the Bands Sea very disagreeable wan. | 
ther was experienced ; heed winds, heavy ) 
goa, and very varm close weather. During 
this, Damatn Islaud was passed, whereon 
thera is an activa volcano, from which dense 

volumes of smoke and steam are: slways 
issuing. The Flying Fish passed very near,. 
but.it waa dificult to distinguish between 
the cloud and vapour, and the smoke and 
steam from the crater, ~. 

About 24 hours before reaching ‘the 
Australien const, the weather changed 
completely ; the air became clear, dry, and 
cool, the saa- went down, and assumed the 
well-kaown colour of theso shallow waters.

With cholera still porsistent in certain 
parts of Europe, and with the knowledge 
that this sume disease has with unerring 
certainty attled on ourinsanitary spots in 
the past, it is most important that we 
should remember: the iinplacable cliims of 
Nature, and the certainty with which she 
levies a death tax-on those communities 
and spots that refuse to be taught by past 
experience, Intervals, and sometimus fone 
Snes, are granted in which to do awiy with 
the evils which have marked the past; and 
so far aa-cholera is comarned, we hive in 
this country beon. favweably dealt with in 
this respect’ But Toulon, Marseilles, Na- 
ples, Palermo, Paris and. many : Spanish 
cities, aleo had their opportunity, and whan 
the infection eame nosr. them, their sani- 
tary administration ws weighed and found 
wanting. There pre phecs in this wuntry 
of which the same may have to ba aaid,. but 
it will not be for want-of warning, Im- 
pravement in England has, we Estieve, 
been very general in simitary. matters but 
the causes vf preventable disease will find 
their way thronghk any weak pointasin the 
sanitary armour of our cities and villages’ 
that may be left expusel, and to theso each 
sanitary authority and each © responsible 
citizen should turn his attention whilst 
there is yet time. - .
